" 'A most searching inquiry will be 
made and whatever action is taken 
will be based

Subject for Protest. 
Discussion of the affair in official 
quarters was taken to foreshadow a 
strong protest to Germany against 
the sinking of the American vessel. 
The contention of the German com- 
mander that the. American ship had 
contraband of war aboard and, there- 
fore, destruction was 
justified, has 
b?en set up as a plea in other cases, 
1'ut never has been recognized by 
'no United States as the only justifi- 
cation for such action oh -the part of 
a belligerent. 
The fact that the Prinz Eitel was 
commanded by a German naval officer 
under commission of the German gov- 
ernment and the fact that no lives 
•were lost when the Frye was sunk, 
transferred the case from the realm 
of criminal proceedings under 
the 
federal statute under a cha/ge of pi- 
racy and makes it a subject of diplo- 
matic negotiatipns with the object of 
paining reparation for the owners and 
disclaimers of unfriendliness. 


Want Explanation. 
That the United States would ask 


for damages and explanations of the 
Gorman government was regarded as 
certain. 
Some officials thought the 
Gorman government would find itself 
compelled to repudiate the act of the 
(Iprman captain or abandon the posi- 
tion taken by Germany in recent cor- 
respondence with the United States 
on the subject of conditional contra- 
band and foodstuffs. 
Precedence in 
international law reveal that the cir- 
cumstances under which neutral gov- 
ernments have acquiesced in the de- 
s:ruction of their vessels in time of 
war are very few. 


Rules of War. 
The general rule that has been ap- 
plied is that a belligerent war ship 
must take its prize into port unless 
there are controlling reasons such as 
',in.=»aworthiness, lack of a prize crew, 
danger of recapture and the presence 
pn board of a cargo of contraband, 
jMiich would make certain its con- 
lemnation by a prize 
court. 
The 


mimander of the belligerent vessel 
:ust preserve the neutral ship's pa- 
'•rs and bring them to a prize court 
For the entering of a decree.

Story of the Frye. 
The story of the sinking of the Am- 


erican sailing ship. .Wm. P. Frye-by 


the German commerce destroyer—un- 
doubtedly the most serious incident of 
the war in its concern to the United 
States—was being slowly unravelled 
here today. 
Chased to the haven of an American 
port by British cruisers, the 
Prinz 
Eitel lay at anchor and her command- 
er has received from the port authori- 
ties the usual notice to leave within 
-twenty-four 
hours. That, 
however, 
was a mere fortnality required by law 
for after seven months of sea roving, 
during which she sent eleven prizes 
to the bottom, the German auxiliary 
needs repairs which will take weeks. 


Await Decision. 


The neutrality board at Washington, 
it was understood he-re had recom- 
mended that the repairs be allowed 
under supervision o£ American naval 
officers. 
Whether the commander of 
the Prinz Eitel will choose to make 
them and then risk a dash through 
the British cruisers gathering off the 
Virginian cape, is a development for 
the future. 
The Prinz Eitel's band 
played German national airs today in 
celebration of Commander Thierech- 
sen's birthday. 


Many Prisoners. 
Three hundred prisoners of several 
nationalities 
were 
gathered at the 
rails and her German'crew was clean- 
ing the ship while the American port 
officials made hurried visits from the 
customs house to the liner for con- 
ference with Commander 
Thierech- 
sen and his officers, 
and held tele- 
phone communications with 
Wash- 
ington about the neutrality questions 
involved, the 
diplomatic aspects of 
the sinking of the Frye and the dispo- 
sition of prisoners on the Prinz, Eitel. 


Captive Captains. 


The captains of eight of the Eitel's 
prizes were commanded to go ashore, 
and they complained that they were 
not permitted to take 
their crews 
with them. 
The commander of the 
German boat would not consent to 
their departure and neither would he 
give up the ship's papers of the prizes 
they had taken. He contended they 
should gp to the prize court in Ger- 
many. 


The officials pointed out, however, 
that if the Eitel decided to interne 
the problem of the release 
of the 
prisoners would solve itself, and only 
the German crew of the Eitel would 
be interned by the United States. 


As to the Charcas, 
Washington, March 11.—The Brit- 
ish steeamer Charcas, said to. have 
been one of the Prinz Eitel's prizes 
sunk in South Pacific in December, 
was 
American owned, 
being 
the 
Property of W. R. Grace & Company 
'of New York, and was on her way to 
New • York to take American registry 
at the time of her destruction. 


Deny. Ownership. 


New York, March 11.—W. R. Grace 
& Company denied today that they 
were owners of the British steamship 
Charcas, one of the steamships sunk 
by the Prinz Eitel. A representative 
of the firm said she was owned by the 
New York aad 
Pacific 
Steamship 
Company, Limited, a British corpora- 
tion and that W. R. Grace & Company 
were merely agents for the vessel. 
French Ships Active. 
Paris, March 11.—A vigorous bom- 
bardment of the forts in the Darda- 
nelles, principally by 
French 
war- 
ships, was continued yesterday, Wed- 
nesday, according to a Penedos dis- 
patch to Matin. A heavy fog prevent- 
ed aviators from learning the result 
of the fire from the fleet,' but the' re- 
plies from some of the Turkish bat- 
teries slackened perceptibly.

BILL KILLED AGAIN 


IN THE ASSEMBLY 


Two..Hour Debate on Printing Work 


Measure End* in Vote of'50 to 41 


Today—Engross Smith BUI. '

Madison, March 11.—The assembly 
voted today to reconsider the vote by 
which last week it killed the Kent 
hill for eight hours a day on all state 
printing work, and after two hours' 
debate killed it again by voting 50 
to 41. The socialist contingent lead 
the fight for the bill and it was op- 
posed - by. 
Assemblymen 
Johnson, 
Piper and others. 
Assemblyman Budlong introduced a 
joint resolution to -.amend the consti- 
tution so that the supreme court can 
only declare unconstitutional by 
a 
unanimous court. It also 
provides 
that the court'must approve constitu- 
tional amendments approved by a ma- 
jority of its members. 
Assemblyman Smith's bill to per- 
mit cities, towns and villages to pro- 
vide free lunches for school children 
was engrossed. 
Assemblyman Axel Johnson offered 
a bill today to permit counties in the 
state to decide' the question of woman 
suffrage. 
The senate amended the 
Bray bill appropriating $3,100 for edu- 
cational exhibit at San Francisco bv 
providing that this amount be taken 
from the balance of the original $.75,- 
000 for San Francisco which is now 
$15,762, and the bill was concurred in. 
A bill appropriating $81,500 for the 
rebuilding 
of the Superior normal 
school was passed.

London. March 11.—Great Britain's 
plan to give effect to' the naval re- 
prisal measure against Germany as 
embodied in an order in. council, was 
signed today by King George. 
The king signed the order during 
a session of the 
privy 
council at 
Buckingham palace. 
Details of the 
plan have not yet been made public, 
but the order will be gazetted shortly. 


Premier Asquith announced in the 
house of commons on March 1 that 
Great Britain and France, in retalia- 
tion for Germany's submarine war- 
fare against 
British 
shipping, . pro- 
posed to stop all trade to and from 
Germany. 


No War Honors. 
London, March 11.—The decision'of 
the British - government to segregate 
the captured crews of German sub- 
marines and perhaps institute crimin- 
al proceedings against them for at- 
tacks'on unarmed merchantmen, has 
evoked heated comment from Berlin 
newspapers. 
> 
Renter's Amsterdam correspondent 
quotes newspapers as saying that the 
British are acting in blind rage. 
It is asserted that if the British ad- 
miralty carries its plans into effect 
it cannot fail to result in reprisals. 
Another.German paper says that cor- 
responding counter measures will be 
taken by Germany.

IN FRENCH UNIFORMS 


Two Injured From the Front are Dis- 


charged From Service—One Is 


American Citizen From 


Massachusetts.

New York, March 11.—Two soldiers 
wearing French army uniforms, but 
who had been discharged from fur- 
ther service because of permanent dis- 
ability arrived 
here 
today on the 
steamship Niagara from Havre. 
One 
of the men, Charles Verhyn, of Hoi- 
yoke, Massachusetts, is a iiautralized 
American citizen. 
He responded to 
the call for French reservists and was 
assigned to the 43d regiment, which 
saw plenty of fighting. 
He carries 
two wounds, one from shrapnel in his 
right leg, and the other a 
bayonet 
stab which pierced his 
lung. 
The 
other soldie'r enlisted from Montreal. 
Both were wounded at Ypres. 


CARRANZA'S ANSWER 


IN WASHINGTON NOW 


General Carranza's formal reply to 
urgent representations of the Ameri- 
can government relative to conditions 
in Mexico City,'the' text' of which has 
been made public in Vera Cruz,, was 
being deciphered today at the state 
department. The reply, which was 
directed to President Wilson person- 
ally, and cabled in code, was received 
at the department late last night. 


In his reply as given out at /Vera 


Cruz, General Carranza promised that 
foreigners in 'Mexico City would be' 
afforded protection. His assurance to 
that effect, officials here confidently 
believe, . would make it unnecessary 
for the American government to take 
any steps beyond those already taken.

Englishman Imprisoned In Forecastle 


of Ship In Wreck and is Rescued 


With Aceytylene Gas 


Blower.

Yarmouth, England, March .11.— 
Yarmouth 
sea-faring 
men 
believe 
there is no parallel to the' rescue of 
E. 3. Hiches, of this place, who was 
the only. man saved from the Hull 
salvage vessel, Salvor I., after being 
imprisoned in the forecastle of the 
up-turned wreck. 


Riches was in the forecastle when 
the vessel rolled over. All the other 
members of the crew were washed 
away and drowned. The yessel had 
turned 
so quicily, however, that 
Riches 
found 
plenty of air left to 


him, and as the boat lifted in the 
swell he could see light through one 
of the port holes. 
He put out his 
hand and waved It. Every minute or 
so the boat 
clipped 
beneath 
the 
water, but when she lifted again he 
repeated his 'efforts to attract the at- 
tention of anyone 
who 
might 
be 
watching the wreck from shore. 


This went on for three' hours. . 
"I was dazed and practically gasp- 
ing 
for breath," Riches continued. 
"I 
then heard tapping outside the 
hull' of the boat. Then 
someone 
spoke through 
the port hole. The 
voice said: 'Where shall I cut open 
the hull?' I Indicated this, showing 
him how to keep clear of the stanch- 
Ions. 
It seemed hours before I 
knew anything else. 
There were 
fume's of acetylene 
gas blown into 
the . vessel," and then someone grip- 
ped me by the neck and pulled _,me 
out of. the dark dungeon of the hull, 
where, for a time, death seemed to 
be my only, hope of release. I found 
afterwards that my- rescuer was Mr. 
McHobbie,- a. Peterhead blacksmith." 


McRobble's attention had been at- 
tracted by Riches' hand showing out 
of the port hole. 
He fetched from 
his shop a eyclinder: of oxygen and 
another of acetylene. Standing neck 
deep in the ' water for almost an 
hour,'he, with the aid of several as- 
isstants, cut through the double plate 
of almost two inches thick, ultimate- 
ly succeeding in reaching through to 
the forecastle.

Furthermore, 
it 
makes the German hold on La Basse 
insecure and.gives a base for opera- 
tions for. the strengthening of the al- 
lied lines in front of Lille. ' 


An Unexpected Move. 
The movement was unexpected as 
lately the principal activity reported 
from the British front 
has been, in 
the direction of the other end of the 
other end of the line near Ypres. The 
British new are within two miles of 
the furthermost point gained by Gen- 
eral Horace L. Smith-Dorrian last 
October when with one army corps 
in an effort to gain Fournes on the 
road between Lille and La Basse, he 
forced his way as far as. Abuers, two 
miles to 
the -northeast 
of 
Neuve 
Chappelle, but after desperate fight- 
ing against tremendous odds, was 
forced to retire. 


Announcement follows: 
"The fourth and the Indian corps

Korpile in the general direction of 
Mlawa and Przasnysz;. The forces ip 
this neighborhood also have been aug- 
mented by drafts on the new 1915 re- 
cruits, having accomplished a re- 
grouping of the forces 
and 
leaving 
only enough men to the Augustowo 
district to protect the 
left flank of 
the German army besieging Osowetz. 
An important battle is already under 
way on a long front paralleling the 
Narew river.

Gets Reconsideration. 
Assemblyman 
Frederick 
argued 
that there, were too many saloons at 
the present time. Assemblyman Don- 
nelly urged that it would legalize 203 
saloons involving property interests 
of over $1,000,000. He also claimed 
that this condition would not prevail 
were it riot for the attorney general's 
opinions holding that these saloons 
were legal which the supreme court 
later found were illegal. Just at the 
close of the .proceedings and after 
the bill had been engrossed. Assem- 
blyman Frederick moved a reconsid- 
eration and the bill will come up again 
on Friday.

State Tax Remitted In 1914 to Cut- 


Down State Discussion of 


• Hiflh'Taxes. 


[SPECIAL TO.TI1K GAZETTE.] 


Madison, March 11.—That $4,334,38* 
appropriated by the state legislature 
of 1913 was purposely left out of the 
state tax. levy for 1914 by agreement 
between politicians'to call a halt on 
the cry of increased taxation at the 
expense of any incoming administra- 
tion, was the startling, fact disclosed 
at the hearings of the joint legislative 
investigation • committee when they 
heard the testimony of State Treas- 
urer Johnson and Secretary of Slate 
Donald. 
.The fact, that a shortage of some 
$2,000,000 on June 30th next also was 
disclosed and all because the last ad- 
ministration, of progressives 
played 
politics for their own personal end. 
In fact if a demand should be made 
upon the state treasury for all the 
money appropriated it could not be 
met, 
and even then there is no pro- 
vision for raising funds until the next 
tax levy for any appropriations that 
may be made by the present legisla- 
ture. It was clearly an attempt to 
place the incoming administration in 
a serious financial hole, compel them' 
to face a deficit in the treasury and 
also to be charged with increasing: 
taxations instead o£ reducing them as- 
they have pledged themselves to do. 
It means one thing at once. That 
appropriations that may be made by 
the present, legislature will be cut 
down to.a minimum and that as far 
as possible appropriations made two 
years ago and not yet used will be 
rescinded and the money, which by 
the way is not in the s'tate treasury 
will be turned back.into the general 
fund 


The information, which came from 
State Treasurer Johnson and Secre- 
tary of State Donald, struck the com- 
mittee like a bombshell. 
It seems clear that the present leg- 
islature will not be able to make any 
further appropriations 
until figures 
are produced to show exactly what 
the situation is. 


While neither-Secretary Donald nor 
Treasurer Johnson 
would admit it 
the impression left with the committee 
was that the omissions were made in, 
order to allevia.te public feeling on, 
high taxes. 
From 
the testimony it looks as 
though 'the secretary of state were 
the biggest man in the state, bigger 
even than the legislature. The latter 
can appropriate all the money it 
wishes for certain purposts. but the 
secretary of 'state can later say this 
and that appropriation is not needed 
and it is left out o£ the tax levy. 
From this it would seem that the 
secretary of state is a bigger man. 
than the governor. The latter has to 
formally veto any appropriation to put 
it out of the way. All the secretary 
of state appears to have to do is to 
say this appropriation is not needed, 
so leave it out of the levy. At least 
that inference was to be drawn from. 
the testimony.

Situation In Treasury. 
The situation in the state treasury- 
is given by State Treasurer Johnson, 
as follows: 
"There was a treasury balance on. 
March 9, 1915, of $4,483,657.32. 
The 
balance in the treasury on March 9 
1914, 
was $5,204,162.75, the 1915 bal- 
ance being $720,495.43 less than that 
of 1914. The balance of the general 
fund on Feb. 1, 1915, before the tax 
levy came in, was $727,801.39. This 
will then show that with the same 
income and with the same expenses 
as last year there will be but a small 
balance in the treasury on Feb. 1, 


This, it is contended, goes to show- 
that the large appropriations for build- 
ings, etc,, made by the 1913 legisla- 
ture could not be met unless they 
were included in the 1914 tax levy

Times. We of course are interested 
in the Gazette news, 'but more and 
more we find names there unknown 
to us. Many changes occur.of course 
in three years over ia Janesvile. 
Your son, Kenneth, wrote 'us some 
cards in go.od German. I have often 
mailed him cards and will send him 
occasionally German papers. 
He too 
could have 
continued his

here. I will write a long war letter 
today to Kenneth also news of some 
of his friends. 
Will send you en- 
closed a copy of the letter 
so you 
can also se'o what became o£ many 
men here you know (copy of letter 
removed by censor.)

employment, and on the other hand 
of affording to employers a method 
whereby they, may make application 
for such help an they 
need, either 
male or female, citizens or alien resi- 
dents, and have; their wants supplied 
:hrough these distribution branches. 
No fee is charged employer or em- 
ploye for this service. 
The postoffice department and the 
department of agriculture are co-op- 
rating with the department of. labor 
n this work. The plan provides lor 
uacing in every . postofflce 
in 
the 
Jnited States the blanks of the divis- 
on of information, so that persona' 
leekmg employment and employers 
n need of help may apply at their' lo-

BELGIUM RELIEF. 


Here's a utatement recently sent 


out by the Commission for Relief in 
Belgium which speaks well for Amer- 
ican liberality. 


"Shipments of clothing donated dur- 


ing the last few months have been so 
large and geatrous that an adequate 
supply for months to come has ac- 
cumulated, according to a cable dis- 
patch received today from the London 
office of the 
Commission for Relief 
in Belgium. Space in the steamers 
of the commission is needed for the 
transportation of food, and according- 
ly the commission appeals to all com- 
mittees and individuals to focus their 
The state legislature is hard at it 
efforts upon supplying food, of which i again. 
Some of the members appear 
th 
there is a serious an~3 growing short- 
age." 


While the supply of clothing is ade- 


quate, there is an ever-increasing de- 
mand for food, as will be seen by the 
following statement: 


"There are now 1,500,000 absolutely 


destitute, who receive food at bread- 
lines. The men, women and children 
who at this very moment are stand- 
ing one behind the other waiting for 
the supper dole would make a line 
600 miles long. Every day as 
the 


number who can pay""dim1nishes, the 
bread-line lengthens. 
Within a few 


months the line will be 2,500 miles 
long—which would reach from New 
York to Salt Lake City. 


"To feed the destitute requires at 


present $100,000 a day, nearly $3,000,- 
000 a month, or at the rate of ?36,000,- 
000 -a year. This was about the an- 
nual rate of appropriations for the 
Panama canal construction. When, in 
a few months, all the Belgians are 
destitute, it will 
take $12,000,000 a 


• month, $144,0.00,000 a year, four times 


the annual expenditure for the canal. 
Already in addition to all that is do- 
nated we are expending $6,000,000 a 
month." 


To aid in feeding these starving 


people is the work which we have 
voluntarily taken up, and unlike' any 
other philanthropy, in which we have 
ever engaged, demands increase with 
the passage of time. This means sys- 
tematic giving for months to come 
and we can not afford to shirk the re- 
sponsibility.

The book companies are also 
required 
to 
furnish 
the exchange 
price. 
Violation of these provisions 
results in the forfeiture of the bond. 
The price must be 
uniform 
every- 
where.

It saves the people from 10 per-
